Elba City Council members approve two 
resolutions benefitting police department

The Elba City Council 
approved two resolutions 
Monday night, Feb. 14, dur- 
ing the regular bi-monthly 
meeting that will benefit the 
Elba Police Department. 

Two new police vehicles 
will be purchased using 
American Rescue Plan 
Act [ARPA] funds for an 
amount up to $85,000. 

The motion to approve 
the purchase was made by 
Mayor Tom Maddox with a 
second from council mem- 
ber AR Williams. 

Council member Jane 
Brunson said she felt this 
purchase should be made to 
get the city back on its pat- 
tern of replacing two police 
vehicles per year. She said 
the city basically skipped 
purchasing two new vehi- 
cles the fiscal year prior to 
the current one when it pur- 
chased some used Crown 
Victoria vehicles from the 
City of Enterprise instead of 
new vehicles. ; 

“We need 14 [police] 
vehicles at any given time, 
and if we replace two per 
year you are looking at 
driving these seven years,” 
Brunson said. “I think that 
is the best we can ask for.” 

The motion to approve 
the resolution passed by 


unanimously. 

The second resolution 
approved by the council 
makes way for the purchase 
of.new tasers to replace the 
out-of-date tasers currently 
being used by the police 
department. This purchase 
also will be made using 
ARPA funds. 

According ‘to the resolu- 
tion, 15 tasers will be pur- 
chased in the amount of 
$52,775.05 from Axon 
Enterprise Inc. 

The motion to authorize 
this purchase was made 
by Mayor Maddox with a 
second from council mem- 
ber Williams. The motion 
passed by unanimous vote 
of the council. 

Council members 
approved a motion to 
declare several vehicles 
and equipment from the 
police department and 
street department as surplus 
property. After declaring 


the property as surplus, the ' 


police chief identified two 
[possibly three] of the vehi- 
cles from this department 
that could be transferred to 
the fire department and used 
for training purposes.

Commission opened its 
meeting Monday morning, 
Feb. 14, honoring a former 
commissioner that passed

Feb. 2, 2022, at the age 
of 97. His long history of 
dedicated service to country 
and county including ser- 
vice with the United States 
Marine Corps and being 
elected to five terms on the 
Coffee County Commission 
from 1992-2012. He also 
was an educator in the 
county for many years. 

Commission chairman 
Dean Smith said Brooks 
was not only a fellow 
commission, but he was 
a friend. He said he left 
behind a legacy of pub- 
lic service that he encour- 
aged all citizens of Coffee 
County to honor. 

Also, during Monday 
morning’s meeting, com- 
missioners presented 
proclamations to the local 
public schools recogniz- 
ing February as Career 
Technical Education 
Month. Student and teacher 
tepresentatives from Elba, 
Enterprise, Zion Chapel, 
Kinston, and New Brockton 
schools were recognized. 

Commissioners encour- 
aged the students in atten- 
dance to find a trade/career 
that makes them happy and 
pursue it. . 

Upon recommendation 
of county administrator 
Rod Morgan, commission- 
ers voted to authorize a 
financing agreement with 
BanCorp South for financ- 
ing of five new dump 
trucks. Also, commission- 


of an EMA department 
vehicle and transfer of that 
vehicle to the Town of New 
Brockton. 

Upon request of coun- 
ty engineer Marty Lentz, 
commissioners voted to 
reject two bids received 
on corrugated metal pipe 
and instead purchase the 
materials from the ACCA 
[Association of County 
Commissions in Alabama] 
in-place bid. 

Lentz said the highway 
department had a 2012 
model F350 truck experi- 
ence engine failure recent- 
ly, and this truck ‘was uti- 
lized as a ‘sign’ truck. He 
said quotes were received 
for the replacement of the 
diesel engine, and those 
came in at around $18,000 
each. 

Lentz said it was his 
recommendation to not

put that much money into 
repairing the older model 
truck, and instead purchase 
a new truck chassis off the 
state contract at approxi- 
mately $39,000. He said it 
would probably take 6-8 
months to receive the new 
truck chassis. 

Commissioners approved 
the request for the new 
truck chassis. 

Also, upon recommen- 
dation of the county engi- 
neer, commissioners voted 
to go ahead and order two 
new 15-ft wide mowers for 
the highway department 
and one for the landfill 
that would be paid with 
next year’s budget funds. 
He asked permission to go 
ahead and place these orders 
because the build time cur- 
rently on mowers is approx-

Make sure to check in on 
your friend in the weeks and months after the loss and offer support, even 
if it's through a Facebook message.

Alabama adds newborn screening tests to help identify conditions not typically apparent at birth 


The Alabama Department 
of Public Health (ADPH) 
is excited to announce the 
approval of four new condi- 
tions to the Alabama new- 
born screening panel. Early 
identification and treatment 
of infants affected with cer- 
tain genetic or metabolic 
conditions can prevent pre- 
mature death and reduce 
morbidity and _intellec- 
tual and other disabilities, 
and Alabama. law requires 
screening of every newborn.

The State Committee of 
Public Health approved a 
tule revision to add these 
conditions on December 15, 
2021. Finding and treating 
these disorders in newborns 
can prevent serious com- 
plications if found early. 
With the additions, the 
ADPH Bureau of Clinical 
Laboratories (BCL) will 
now screen for 35 condi- 
tions. 

Effective February 14, 
2022, the BCL began test- 
ing for early indicators of 
SMA. SMA is a rare genet- 
ic disorder that results in 
changes to the genes affect- 
ing nerve cells. The lack of 
nerve cell protein can lead 
to weakness and death in 
children without treatment. 

These additions were 
made in accordance with 
the national Recommended 
Uniform Screening Panel 
(RUSP). Disorders are 
chosen based on evidence 
that supports the benefit 
of screening, the ability of 
states to screen for the dis- 
order, and the availability 
of effective treatments. The 


program at Elba High School. 


RUSP establishes a stan- 
dardized list of disorders 
supported by the Advisory 
Committee on Heritable 
Disorders in Newborns and 
Children and recommended 
by the Secretary of Health 
and Human Services. 

The BCL anticipates 
testing for X-ALD, Pompe 
disease, and MPS-I by the 
end of 2022. Pompe dis- 
ease and MPS-I are lyso- 
somal storage disorders that 
are caused by changes in 
a single gene. The condi- 
tions may worsen and cause 
death if not treated early. 
Additionally, X-ALD is 
a rare disorder caused by 
a change in a single gene 
and can cause death dur- 
ing childhood without treat- 
ment. 

Newborn screening can 
alert providers to the poten- 
tial for a condition: that is 
typically not apparent at 
birth. Additional evaluation 
and confirmatory testing are 
required to confirm a diag- 
nosis and identify the right 
treatment. 

Close coordination is 
needed for newborn screen- 
ing follow-up. The ADPH 
is partnering with the 
University of Alabama at 
Birmingham to help diag- 
nose and provide informa- 
tion to healthcare provid- 
ers and families. Newborn 
screening can alert pro- 
viders to the potential for 
a condition that is typi- 
cally not apparent at birth. 
Additional evaluation and 


confirmatory testing are 
required to confirm a diag- 
nosis and identify the right 
treatment. 

The BCL is the sole 
provider for blood analy- 
sis of newborn screening 
in Alabama. The Alabama 
Newborn Screening 
Program identifies 150-200 
babies each year with a met- 
abolic, endocrine, hemato- 
logical, or other congenital 
disorder. These babies usu- 
ally look and act healthy 
at birth. Most affected 
babies have the opportu- 
nity to grow up healthy and 
develop normally through 
a simple blood screen that 
saves babies from death and 
disability.
